The company cancelled “stop or­ 
ders” for m aterials which had been 
sent out when the strikes started 44 
days ago and estimated it had placed 
*25,000,000 worth of orders in allied 
industries supplying its plants. 
In ad­ 
dition, the company announced $25,- 
000,OOO in wage increases for its work­ 
ers during the current vear. 
While Ge noral Motors was concerned 
privately with starting the wheels of 
its farflung empire turning again, the ! 
United Automobile 
Workers' 
Union 
moved 
to 
consolidate 
its 
position. 
Members of the union and representa­ 
tives of the company under the agree­ 
ment signed yesterday will get down 
over a conference table Tuesday and 
begin bargaining over union demands. 
By that time, the company hopes to 
have its 100.000 to 135,000 strike idle 
back a t their machines, and drawing 
$1,000,000 a day pay. The first order to 
resum e operation was issued today to 
12,500 Buick workers in Flint, who 
were told to report Monday. Chevrolet 
and Fisher Body officials were plan­ 
ning 
resumption 
“the first of the 
week.” 
Meantime, today and tomor­ 
row cleanup squads of workers were 
to get the plants shipshape. 
Start of operations in G. M. was ex­ 
pected to provide a tonic to all lines 
of business, particularly supplying in­ 
dustries. G. M. said it uses 15.0(H) tons 
of raw material a day, and it was esti­ 
mated that wiien n M. operations are 
resumed it also will Toad to rehiring 
of 100,000 men in allien trades who had 
been laid off after G. M. issued the 
“stop orders” against shipm ents of 
parts and materials. 
Emerging as hero of the strike nego­ 
tiations was Frank Murphy, Michigan’s 
red-headed governor, who kept G. M. 
and union officials together in confer­ 
ence for eight days before the agree­ 
ment was finally reached and signed 
yesterday, Murphy was showered with 
telegram s of congratulations, includ­ 
ing wires from President Roosevelt 
an d Secretary of Labor Frances P er­ 
kins. 
Last night, for the first time in six 
Weeks, the governor went to the the­ 
atre. For the past six weeks he had 
been kept busy day and night as chief 
arbiter in the strike. Late today, the 
Governor will leave for New York City 
to attend a dinner in his honor there 
Saturday, and then go to Washington. 
As Murphy left for the theatre, sit- 
down strikers w ho had held three G. M. 
plants in Flint evacuated peacefully 
last night amid scenes of wild celebra­ 
tions. The first sit-downers to leave 
w ere those in Fisher Body Plant No. I, 
Glen the stay-ins at Chevrolet No. 4 
and Fisher Body No. 2 left, all con­ 
verging for a victory march through 
F lin t’s main streets.
